Mill Rates For Current Year Set 
At Special Session Town Council

The promoters of the annual 
Herronton Stag party have a new 
boast. At their 1947 banquet held 
on March 12, they were host* to 
about 400 stalwarts, and from now 
on Herronton is known as the ren¬ 
dezvous of the Four Hundred. First 
thing we know they’ll be establish¬ 
ing themselves as the aristocracy 
of the west, the “Four Hundred 
Club." Pretty soon they’ll have to 
change their clarion call of “Come 
one, come all” to the less expa~ 
s.ve “Admittance by certified invi¬ 
tation.” And going farther it isn’t 
hard to forecast that tJ.ere’ll be 
such, a struggle to get into the 
“Four Hundred Club” that applica¬ 
tion will have to be made 20 years 
in advance*, in other words at birth. 


Mill rates for the current year 
were set at a special meeting of 
the town council held Wednesday 
afternoon, of. last week. The spe¬ 
cial levy mills for preparatory 
work on the water-sewer project 
has been discontinued this year 
but an increase in the municipal 
mill rate was found necessary to 
allow for more work to be done on 
the streets and increased adminis¬ 
tration costs. The total mill rate 
for this year was set at 66 mills. 

The school mill rate was set at 
24, a lower requisition from the 
Vulcan. School District allowing 
the one mill decrease. Social ser¬ 
vices, hospital and business tax 
levies are Uhchanged. Tax rates 
are as follows: 

Municipal 26 rrfills 

Social Services 1 mill 

Hospital . 5 mills 

■ School .-. 24 mills 

(Business Tax, 20 mills on the 
business tax assessment. 
Discount rates for 1947 will be 
the same as last year: 10'/r if 
paid during May, 89r if paid dur¬ 
ing June, 6*/r if paid during July, 
or 8% of the ftfll amount if taxes 
are paid by December 15 in eight 
monthly installments. 

On April 1 a penalty of 6% will 
be imposed on all taxes in arrears 
on that date. *

No. 189 were given second and 
third readings and passed by the 
council.

Records of accidents and their 
causes kept over a period of years 
have shown that eighty-five to 
ninety percent of all accidents are 
caused by some element of human 
nature, and believing that acci¬ 
dents can be prevented the man¬ 
agement of the Calgary Power Co., 
Ltd., in the latter part of 1935, or¬ 
ganized and put into operation an 
accident prevention program, 
which after a period of eleven 
years of persistent and earnest ef¬ 
fort has proven to be well worth 
the effort and fully justified. 

In order to impress each mem¬ 
ber of the staff With the import¬ 
ance with which the Company con¬ 
siders Safety Work, each one is 
told and given to understand that 
his first, responsibility as an em¬ 
ployee of the Calgary Power Co., 
is his own safety. In an effort to 
promote and maintain an interest 
in safety work, safety meetings 
are held periodically at different 
points over the system in which 
all members of the staff within a 
radius of sixty or so miles attend, 
with sufficient meetings held to 
make it possible for all members 
of the staff to take part. 

All accidents are investigated 
and an effort made to determine 
the causes so that steps can be 
taken to prevent a repitition. A 
•free and frank discussion of all ac¬ 
cidents takes place at Safety meet¬ 
ings with all those present taking 
part. All members of the staff are 
arked to check and report all con¬ 
ditions they consider to be of a 
hazardous nature. A discussion of 
the matter follows and recommen¬ 
dations made as to what can be 
done in each case, alSb the safe 
way to handle the job Is decided.

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SQUEEZED FLAT 

T HE extent to which the federal government has 
been subsidizing all types of industry in Canada 
during the war is only realized as these subsidies are 
being steadily withdrawn. This withdrawal is saving 
the government huge sums, but the result is that the 
public pays directly by way of increased price, what 
had formerly been paid by the government out of 
taxation. 

The removal of price ceilings is also the signal for < 
prices to jump all along the line. By the time pro¬ 
duce or articles have reached the consumer he is 
obliged to pay prices far beyond value. These two 
factors are playing an important part in the sky- 
rocketting of the cost of living. 

Although the government is releasing itself from 
the cost of the.subsidies, and shelving this burden 
oil the buying public, there seems no disposition to 
pass on the benefit to the public by way of substan¬ 
tially lighter taxation. The average taxpayer is be¬ 
ing squeezed flat by all the exploiting forces that 
are battering him. H s cost of living is rising un¬ 
controllably. His taxes remain pretty much the same 
as in war years. If he is in a business which can col¬ 
lect a little velvet from uncontrolled prices, he may¬ 
be doing not so badly. If he is working on fixed sal¬ 
ary, heaven help him. 

There is quite a talk about expanding social ser¬ 
vices, but the fairest and squarest benefit which the 
government could pass on to the public would be 
through relaxation of tax demands on income. The 
present minimum which is exempt from income tax 
is completely unrelated to the soaring cost of living. 

In the year 1946 the exemption should be almost 
doubled to have the spending power of 1939, and the 
cost of living threatens to rise still higher. 

In failing to recognize this rising cost of living by 
way of more reasonable exemption, the government' 
is not only rousing hostility, but is imperilling na¬ 
tional vigor. Young people trying to get established 
elderly people people trying to save for an independ¬ 
ent old age and all the earning ages in between, are 
alike ridden by the spectre of income tax. The man 
who sweats it out to provide needed commodities 
soon learns that if he sweat less and produced les.-> 
his net income would be just as good. Industry, en¬ 
terprise, productiveness, are all being hampered by- 
income tax demands. There is a pulling back where 
there might be a pushing forward. 

The greatest stimulant which the government 
could bring to the people of Canada would be to per¬ 
mit them more free action on their own earnings 
Let them spend or invest those earnings as their own 
judgment dictates and there would be much greater 
incentive to action. Paternalism can sap self-reliance 
and the average man may be pardoned for believing 
that he can handle his own hard-earned money more 
wisely and thriftily than a remote government de¬ 
partment. 

Let the taxes on luxury goods be maintained, but 
leave the small Canadian a greater share of his own 


eurnings, so that he may pay his mounting bills, 
nnd save a little in his own name and under his own 

power. 


CONVENTIONS ARE NICE 

YT would be nice if everyone some time in his life 
* could be a delegate to a convention. It is a heady 
experience. For a little spell one is an important 
person, perhaps wearing an extra button or a badge 
to set one apart from lesser men. There is that 
sensation of power, of laboring for the betterment 
of humanity, of pushing the world around. 

The delegate feels himsejf the voice of the people, 
or at any rate the voice of Gushing Gap. Or if that 
is still going a little far, he can honestly feel he is 
the voice of his lodge at Gushing Gap. That’s why 
conventions are of such consequence. Behind the 
delegate—though slightly lower in the human scale 
- are hundreds, or maybe forty, people whose whole 
future welfare depends on him. 

Of the great mass of conventions which are held 
ah over this country, there, are a few purely social 
in nature. The delegates to these affairs go through 
certain uplifting motions for appearance’s aake, but 
their time is mostly devoted to ecstacies of re-union. 
They slap each other’s backs, whoop with joy, and 
are generally very gay. When they return home, 
slightly off focus, they may be a little vague about 
details, but they go mostly at their own expense so 
no one is seriously defrauded. 

However, the vast majority of conventions are 
very high-minded affairs. They are addressed by 
speakers who speak with fervor on subjects. As a 
rule there is a resolutions committee working day 
and night whittling down on resolutions which de¬ 
plore, censure, urge, demand or respectfully peti¬ 
tion. 

A peculiar pallor settles down on members of reso¬ 
lution committees. This is directly traceable to an 
overdose of Whereases and Therefores. A man 
working on the resolutions committee holds other 
mere delegates in contempt. He is overworked in a 
sense that others can never grasp. 

One might reasonably expect tremendous things 
from these conventions that go on whereasing and 
resolving from year to year. They diagnose all the 
ills of their kind. They know the cure. They 
forward the resolutions and nothing more ever 
seems to happen, except to the delegates who return 
home full of hope. 

It would be interesting to trace a resolution from 
birth to death. Where is its burying ground. Is 
death inevitable? Is there hope of an after life? 

Almost the only convention which isn’t deploring 
and viewing with alarm is a convention of the politi¬ 
cal party in power. One should try to get to that 
kind of convention. They start off with a vote of un¬ 
shaken confidence in the government and its head. 
That seems to clean up the constructive work. So 
they survey with satisfaction, herd the odd outlaw 
into camp, and exude brotherly love. It is a velvety 
lulling experience. Everything is being neatly taken 
care of behind the scenes. 

One of the pleasanter sides of a convention is the 
banquetting. The more important the convention, the 
bigger and more numerous the banquets. In any case 
the mayor of whatever city you are in has to extend 
greetings. Whatever the mayor of a city may lack 
in other respects he has to have two good suits and 
always a clean shirt, so he can dash out decently 
clad at any moment and extend greetings. 

The speakers at these banquets tell the delegates 
that they are preservers of the ramparts of freedom 
and the spearhead of progress. That makes every 
delegate feel fine. 

One of the nicest cities for a convention is Ottawa. 
Their banquets really throw you, and their speeches 
are honey and cream. 


Pertinent Topics 


Discussed by H.C. 



Mr. Revin is doing his best to 
see that Canada has a voice in 
the German treaty. If he suc¬ 
ceeds, there will be disappoint¬ 
ment at Ottawa where what is 
really wanted is a grievance 
against Britain. The government 
wants the grievance, the opposi¬ 
tion parties want the Voice but 
all united in a resolution that im¬ 
plied an undeserved and unwar¬ 
ranted rebuke of Britain. Why 
the Conservatives should have 
joined in it no one knows. 

Gordon Graydon, M.P. who was 
selected by the Prime Minister 
to represent the Conservatives at 
San Francisco (over the head of 
the leader Mr. Bracken! is now- 
regarded as the foreign affairs 
expert of the party. After giving 
the government a gentle slap on 
the wrist he thought it his duty 


to make the case against Britain 
unanimous. Yet thaiConservatives 
are traditionally pVo-British and 
even wjth the prefix Progressive 
are denominated as such in their 
latest convention pronouncement. 

The Social Credit party is pro- 
British, yet it too voted to make 
the grievance unanimous, al-' 
though only the government ana 
perhaps the C.C F. can draw po¬ 
litical dividends from it. Solon 
Low M.P., reiterated a com¬ 
plaint he had made before—that 
Britain had accepted George 
Zabourin as Russian ambassador 
after he had been recalled by 
* Moscow from a similar post in 
Canada which he occupied when 
Soviet espionage was in flower. 

There : s some validity to his 
complant, but he can rest as-- 
sured that if the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment had not assented to Zab- 
ourin’s preferment the first in¬ 
dignant protest would have come 
from the Prime Minister. Ordin¬ 
arily the British government 
would not consult the Canadian 


government, but in these particu¬ 
lar circumstances no British go\- 
ermneirf would accept Zabourin’s 
credentials without the assurance 
that it would->not be unacceptable 
to Canada.

John L. Lewis told a Congres¬ 
sional Committee that only a dic¬ 
tator can stop strikes. That’s 
about right. He stopped the coal 
strike a short time ago—the one 
he himself started. His dictator¬ 
ship ended abruptly however 
when he ran foul of a resolute 
President hacked by an indignant 
Congress.

His invasion of Poland, 
h s unprovoked attack on Finland 
and his outrageous financial de¬ 
mands and heavy fines from that 
unhappy country do not faze 
them. A party member like Gou¬ 
zenko or Sullivan may break 
ranks and sound a warning but 
fellow travellers stand pat. To 
them Britain remains the heavy 
villain the arch imperialist, the 
monetary monopol'st with the 
United States now a close second 

It was said of a celebrated ag¬ 
nostic writer and lecturer that he 
came not to call sinners but the 
righteous to repentance. Some 
such missionary is needed now to 
correct the political and econom¬ 
ic think’ng of certain preachers, 
and' bid them hit the sawdust 
trail to the penitent form. Some 
teachers and professors too. They 
are not Communists—they would 
be a deal more honest and a deal 
less harmful if they were.

4 just tabulated at national head¬ 

quarters. In the year, there were 
36,376 patients given hospital or 
home care by the staffs of the 64 
Outpost Hospitals and Nursing 
Stations- on the frontiers of Can¬ 
ada. The total for 1945 was 33,200 
This winter also established an 
Outpost Hospital weather record, 
according to Miss Helen G. McAr¬ 
thur, M.A., national director of 
Ited Cross nursing services. 

“Many of these hospitals are in 
districts where the rotuis range 
from poor to terr.ble even under 
t’.ie best conditions,” said MisR Mc¬ 
Arthur. “With the extreme snow¬ 
fall and cold across Canada this 
winter, transportation has been at 
best difficult and often impossible 
except by sleigh or snowshoes. Yet 
illness or accident or childbirth do 
not await good weather.

Having served in five outpost 
hosp tals in Alberta, Miss McAr¬ 
thur has first hand knowledge of 
the problems faced not only in win¬ 
ter but throughout the year by Red 
Cross nurses. 

Births in Outposts in J946 num¬ 
bered 2,947 with another 132 at 
home attended by Outpost nurses, 
a total of-3,079. Nova Scotia made 
something of a record with four 
pairs of twins in the 238 births at 
Outposts in that province. In 1946, 
the births attended by Outpost nur¬ 
ses totalled 2,107. 

The number of operations per¬ 
formed in Outposts, both major 
and minor, numbered 6,946 last 
ytar and 6,176 in 1945. Total num¬ 
ber of hospital days last year were 
131,368 ■ which - included accident, 
illness and childbirth cases. 

Health and nursing visits to 
homes by Outpost nurses last year 
were 21,098. There were 16,790 
school children inspected and 8,- 
195 were given treatments, this 
latter figure being included in the 
total number of patients. 

The demands for Outpost hospi¬ 
tal service are far in excess of 
present facilities. The Red Cross 
hopes this year’s national appeal 
for $5,000,000 opening March 3 
will make possible the building o. 
more. At least another 50 are ur¬ 
gently needed in outlying districts. 
For maintenance and expansion this 
year, $1,390,863 is budgeted.

has been spread that new wealth to 
the amount of 30 cents a bushel 
will be going into the 'farmer’s 
pocket, and circulating briskly and 
immediately into other hands. 

This is not the case. The 30 cent 
increase on domestic wheat is not 
paid now-—not one cent of it to the 
farmer. It-goes into the fund from 
which participat on certificates are 
realized and payment on these is 
deferred until 1950.^,Whatever re- 
seive is piled up protects the gov¬ 
ernment in export market develop- 
Pients. Just how much the partiei- 
paton certificates will amount 
to eventually is a matter of specu¬ 
lation. • 

The Canadian grower has been 
bonussing the British consumer, 
and also the Canadian consumer, 
through low price of domestic 
wheat. By the new policy announc¬ 
ed any benefit which may come to 
the farmer will not be realized" till 
1850. 

In the debate in Ottawa on the 
Wheat Board contracts and pow¬ 
ers, Hon. J. H. Mackinnon, Trade 
Minister, said the Board had no 
surplus money on hand at the end 
of the year. This was because the 
Board had bought nearly all the 
1946 crop, though it had not 
been all delivered to the Board and 
sold. Canada has been selling to 
countries other than Britain for 
prices ranging from $2.05 to $2.27. 
J A. Ross of Souris, attacked the 
idea of pooling all participation 
certificates for the five-year period 
covering the British contract. He 
insisted that farmers should be 
paid off for each year’s crop as it 
was sold. 

Mr. Ross claimed that Canadian 
farmers had lost 574 million dol¬ 
lars through 4 years of operation 
of the Wheat Board by the end of 
the 1947 crop marketing. He based 
this on $2.10 a bushel which is still 
below world export price.

Gas Ceilings 
Lifted April 1

On April 1 price ceilings on 
gasoline and tractor distillates will 
be removed, and the Dominion tax 
° f ^ ^ s - on Fas will be removed. 
Prices will depend on the amount 
of the new provincial tax in the 
various provinces, and it is expect¬ 
ed that there will be increased pri¬ 
ces because of removal of price 
ceilings and subsidies. 

Crude oil went up 50 cts. a bai- 
rel on January 13, and refinery 
stocks bought at thfe old price 'are 
now exhausted. The 50 ct. increase 
in crude, after removal of ceilings 
and subsidy is expected to mean 
2’4 cts. a gallon increase. 

There has been no Dominion tax 
on distillate and diesel fuel, but it 
is said these products will be de¬ 
pendent in price on the amount 
that refineries increase price. 

On anything over 46 gravity, 
such as tractor gas, the Dominion 
tax did apply. Tractor gas will 
drop 3 cts. when the tax goes off 
mid the new provincial tax is not 
imposed on tractor gas. If the re¬ 
finery increase is 2M cts. a gallon, 
tractor gas will still be half a cent 
cheaper than it is now. 

It is expected that almost all 
provinces will move in on the gas 
tux vacated by the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment. 

Ontario, Quebec and B C. plan to 
take over the 3 cent tax. Saskatch¬ 
ewan and Alberta are boosting the 
provincial tax by 2 cents, and oth¬ 
er provinces are expected to gath¬ 
er more revenue in this way. 

Alberta, Manitoba and B.C. are 
at present imposng a 7 cent tax 
on gas; Ontario, Saskatchewan and 
Quebec 8 cts. 

In eastern Canada there has 
been no rise in price of crude and 
no subsidy was paid on imported 
crude. But crude imports for the 
prairies were subsidized, owing 
partly to decline in Turner Valley 
and to necessity for keeping the 
price constant during the war. But 
when subsidies were taken off in 
January the price rose on crude. 

Income from gas taxes last year 
were $3,808,000 for Alberta. They 
were $3,397,000 in Saskatchewan, 
$3,678,000 in Manitoba; $26,608,000 
in Ontario. 

if the Leduc field developed in a 
major way, the present high cost 
of crude would be inclined to drop.

Calgary Bull 
Sale Best Yet 


A near epidemic of ’flu and im¬ 
passable road conditions have com- 
b.ned this week to make news 
items extremely scarce. 


The Calgary Bull Sale held last 
v.eek was the most successful in 
history The average price for all 
breeds was $478 for the 850 head 
sold. This is higher than any 
previous year sinye organization in 
1901. The lowest years on the rec¬ 
ords were $63 in 1908, and $110 in 
1933. 

The 590 - Herefords averaged 
$530. Top price of the sale was 
$4000 paid by Spooner of Midna- 
pore for the top bull in Crawford- 
Frosts’ consignment. The champ¬ 
ion bull of Charles Bull of Calgary 
sold for $3400. Crawford-Krost 
got $11,635 for h's five first five 
bulls. 

There was $25,404 realized from 
the sale of baby beef, in addition to 
the total of $406,435 from the bull 
sale. There was also $15,445 from 
sale of female beef cattle. 

Amongst local buyers who paid 
well for stock was R. Jackson of 
Brant -who paid $1000 for a Craw- 
Frost bull. 

Rod Macleay got the grand 
champion Shorthorn for $925, and 
another fine Shorthorn for $500. 
Shorthorns averaged $340 on the
